He wants to produce more be- 
cause he has always worked. on the 
theory that. the ‘more. he produces 
from the land, without causing last- 
ing harm to the soil, the more income 
he. will have to spend for things that 
make life more enjoyable.” - 

Dean Anthony jokingly theiiead 
that maybe the farmers were having 
it.easier today than several years ago. 
He remarked: “I see the latest fed- 
eral survey shows the average Mich.’ 
farm operator is working only 11.8 
hours a day compared with 12.1 hours 
a day in 1946...Perhaps they’re en- 
joying that 20 minutes 4 day. trying 
to figure out how they can -buy the 
lumber. at present day inflated pri-
